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1. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-3 and 60-80 
have been considered but are moot in view of the new ground (s) 
of rejection. 

2. Claims are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 1, the term ''the two compounds" at lines 16-17 
lacks proper antecedent basis. The claim mentions a blocking 
compound and four other compounds within Markush group. It 
remains unclear as to whether the term "two compounds " at lines 
16-17 refers to: (1) the blocking compound and other from the 
Markush group, or both from the Markush group only. 

Claims 61 and 69 rejected for same reasons recited in the 
rejection of claim 1. 

As to claims 65, 73 and 77: the limitation ''at least two 
compounds selected from a group consisting of" at lines 6-7 
itself is contradicting since the Markush group includes only 
two compounds . 

Claims 2, 3, 60, 62-64, 66-68, 70-72, 74-76 and 78-80 are 
necessarily rejected since they depend upon rejected 
corresponding base claims. 
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3. Claims 1, 61, 65, 69, 73 and 77 would be allowable if 
rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection (s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

4. Claims 2, 3, 60, 62-64, 66-68, 70-72, 74-76 and 78-80 are 
objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims .
